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Part 5(c): After consideration, the examiner believes the cited reference by Stout meets all the limitations in the rejected claims. In 
'general, Stout discloses in Figure 2 a pseudo-random number generator (abstract) comprising: a first generator for generating a 
sawtooth waveform signal having a first frequency (112); a second generator for generating a pulse signal having a second frequency 
(116); a sampling circuit connected to first and second generators for sampling the sawtooth waveform signal using the pulse signal for 
generating a sample signal of the sawtooth waveform at the second frequency (118); and a coding circuit connected to sampling circuit 
for generating pseudo-random numbers based on the sample signal (124 and 126).
